CHARGED W ITH K N A B E M U RDER 


Henry N. Spaan’s Motion to Instruct 


Jury is Upheld by Court— - De­ 


cision Not Unexpected. 


Bkelby ille, Ind., December 9.—Dr. 
William ll. Craig of Indianapolis was 
today freed of the charge of mu r­ 
dering Dr. 
Helene 
Knabe in 
her 
apartments in Indianapolis by an 
opinion of Ju dge Alonzo Blair of the 
circu it cou rt here, u pholding the mo­ 
tion of Henry N. Spaan, cou nsel for 
the defense, to take the case from the 
ju ry with instru ctions for a v rdict of 
acqu ittal. 
Ju dge Blair’s decision was not u n­ 
ex pected by those who had listened 
to tile trial since it began. 
Thou gh, 
in the opinio^ of ev ery one, the state 
showed by plenty of ev idence that Dr. 
Knabe was mu rdered, in fact, Mr. 
Spaan, for tile defense, admitted that 
su ch a crime had 
been committed, 
there was v ery little, if any , ev idence 
to connect Dr. Craig with the killing. 
There was some ev idence that a 
man was seen loitering in the v icini­ 
ty of the Knabe flats long before the 
crime Was committed—there was ev i­ 
dence that a man was seen coming 
ou t of the areaway in the rear of the 
Delaware flats, there was ev idence 
that this man went along Michigan 
street and tu rned north in Delaware 
street, and testimony showed 
that 
there were sou nds of a man ru nning 
north from the direction of the Dela­ 
ware flats, bu t none of the witnesses 
identified Craig as 
either of these 
men. 
None of the witnesses wou ld say 
positiv ely that Craig w’as the man, 
thou gh they all said they thou ght he 
was. This testimony of itself raised 
the qu estion of a reasonable dou bt 
and when a reasonable dou bt ex isted 
the ju ry had to acqu it. 
There was no ev idence that Dr. 
Craig held any enmity toward Dr. 
Knabe. 
The nearest approach to it 
was the testimony of Otto Wagner, 
who said that in a dispu te with Dr. 
Craig ov er the lectu re hou rs at the 
college allotted to Dr. Craig and Dr. 
Knabe, Craig said, speaking of her: 
“Tell her to go to h—I and the con­ 
tention of the defense w as that Craig 
wms angry , not at Knabe, bu t at the 
officers of the college, who had giv en 
his lectu re hou rs to Dr. Knabe. 
The state also failed to show that 
there was any marriage engagement 
between Dr. Craig and Miss Kather­ 
ine Fleming, 
of Av on, 
which 
the 
prosecu tor alleged wms a reason for 
Dr. Craig’s desire to get rid of Dr. 
Knabe in order that he might marry 
the other woman. It was not shown 
by the state that there was any lov e 
affair between Dr. Craig 
and 
Dr. 
Knabe knew’ of the ex istence of tho 
woman, or that Miss Fleming knew 
of an affair of 
lov e 
between 
Dr. 
Craig and Dr. 
Knabe, 
and 
hencq 
there was no motiv e shown on the 
part of Dr. Craig for the commis­ 
sion of the crime. 
The theory of Ju dge Blair seemed 
to be set forth in a long 
decision 
that if the case were allowed to go to 
the ju ry and the ju ry 
retu rned a 
v erdict of gu ilty against Dr. Craig, 
it wou ld be the du ty of the 
cou rt 
to 
set 
this 
v erdict 
aside, 
and 
that was one of the reasons why 
Henry N. Spaan’s motion to order an 
acqu ittal for Dr. Craig was u pheld. 
Th e qu estion raised by Mr. Spaan. 
for th e defense, is a rare one. Them 
are man y cases in the books where 
th e ju d ge h as taken the ev idence in 
civil su its from 
th e 
ju ry’s 
con ­ 


sideration and 
ordered 
a 
finding, 
ther are some criminal 
cases 
re­ 
corded, 
bu t v ery 
few 
mu rders. 
Hence there was great anx iety , not 
only among the lawy ers in the case, 
bu t with the spectators as to what 
Ju dge Blair’s finding wou ld be. 
Anticipating that the 
decision 
might be against them, the lawy ers 
for the defense had half a dozen wet­ 
nesses on hand to be u sed, so 
the 
trial cou ld proceed 
withou t 
delay . 
Bu t the greater nu mber of the de­ 
fense’s witnesses remained at Indi­ 
anapolis.
